The rich 

were still rich... 


In the never-ending att¬ 
empt to batter the poor and 
squeeze every last profit 
from the poor, Government 
has again attacked the poor 
here in Vancouver. The 
following article is re¬ 
printed from the 'End Leg¬ 
islated Poverty' newsletter 
Jan. 19» ’88'. 


Vancouver City Council is 
planning to close down 
thousands of illegal suites 
over the next 10 years. 

More than 20,000 homes are 
at risk. In the past City 
Council has let people stay 
in these suites if the land¬ 
lord needed the money or if 
the tenant needed a place 
to live. These were called 
hardship cases. 

Last month the city voted 
to end the hardship policy. 
This means that up to l,ooo 
people might lose their 
homes soon. David Lane 
works at the Tenants Rights 
Action Centre, he sais 
’’Closing down these suites 
will wipe out every single 
vacancy in the lower main¬ 
land. Rents will go up, 
more people will be 
forced to use food banks", 
Illegal suites are usually 
in basements. They are ill¬ 
egal because they are in 
areas of the city where the 
law sais that only single 
family homes can be. This 
law is called a zoning law. 


People who live in illegal 
suites also have all the 
superficial rights of other 
tenants, ielandlord' has 
to give a written notice to 


raise your rent or evict 
you. The 'landlord' can't 
take away your fridge or 
stove. This new assault on 
the poor is nothing more 
than a new attempt by 
Goverment to raise new pro¬ 
fits. If you live in an 
illegal suite & don't know 
what the fuck is going on 
call the Tenants rights 
Action Centre at; 682-63^1. 


If you plan on filing for 
income tax, & earned less 
than $15*000 last year, 
you can get 50 dollars 
tax credit, & $25 for each 
of your children. Fill 
out a regular income tax 
form, remember welfare is 
not counted as income. 
These forms can be had at 
the post office in Feb. 

If you're having trouble 
with the form, drop in at 
DERA, 9 E. Hastings.

Yet another example of Big 
business out to make money 
off a helpless group of 
people Sc harming them at 
the same time... 

Remember a few years ago 
when Toxic shock Syndrome 
was in the news? The con¬ 
dition was largely appear- 
ant in users of Proctor & 
Gambles 'Rely' brand tamp¬ 
ons. The tampons were 
found to contain Polyac¬ 
rylate crystals which 
turn to a liquid absorbing 
gel a few minutes after 
contact with liquid. P&G 
were forced to remove 
their product from the 
shelves. Of course the 
company felt it had to do 
something with those crys¬ 
tals it spent so much res¬ 
earch Sc money on, so it 
came up with another prod¬ 
uct that could be even 
more absorbant than before- 
Babys Disposable Diapers ’.’ 

Yes these convenient litt¬ 
le diapers contain the 
same deadly ingredients as 
those tampons. As a res¬ 
ult of the 'super absorb¬ 
ancy' parents aren't 
changing the babies as 
often- a big factor in the 
Toxic shock syndrome. The 
diapers are considered a 
risk if there are any leg¬ 
ions on the skin (such as 
from diaper rash?). The 
Wall Street Journal rep¬ 
orted that the P&G con¬ 
sumer complaint line 
recieved 250 calls one 
month from parents who had 
noticed these chemical 
beads clinging to their 
babies skin. Proctor and 
Gambles shitty production 
lines were shaking some of 
the crystals through the 
diapers' linings. s. 































Here's a letter I recently 
recieved, & it brings up 
some good points. Lately 
there haven't been any all¬ 
ages 'punk' gigs, & one has 
to wonder why? There's at 
least 8-9 bands here in 
Vancouver, & I don't want 
to lay blame on anyone, 
but I'm sure if I was in a 
band I'd be out hustling to 
get a gig going... anywayz 
here's the letter. No name 
was signed to it. 

Well this certaintly isn't 
a new or original obser¬ 
vation, but it's most cert¬ 
ainly deserves to be undug 
again. The matter, of 
.course, is Vancouvers rap¬ 
idly declining scene. As 
most of us know punk is 
nothing more than a fashion 
just like preppie, mod, etc. 
Our scene is almost to the 
point of non-existance. We 
no longer have any all-age 
gig halls, or gigs period’. 
The nightclubs grab up all 
the touring & local bands, 
just so they can rake in 
higher profits. They've 
taken what little gigs we 
had to begin with. The pro¬ 
blem being that so few 
people who are in the scene 
now couldn't really give a 
damn. As long as they've 
got their buddies to look 
punk with, their booze or 
drugs, their sex partners 
etc. Unfortunatly this is 
all too true. I only know 
of a handful of people who 
really want to create our 
own scene again. Even then 
some that say they want 
change are doing absolout 
ely nothing about it'. 

The people in the scene 
don't even seem to care 
about one another anymore 
either. Nor are they inter¬ 
ested in meeting new people 
outside of their fashion 
group, unless of course 
that person is queen of the 
scene, in a band, or what¬ 
ever. People are too con¬ 
cerned whether they look 
punker than the next. Then 
when they feel threatened ' ■ 
by another they put 'em 
down. They're creating 
jealousy, hatred, anger, & 
violence. If we won't & 
can't learn to live togeth 
er, how do we expect to 
change this world we're re¬ 
belling against? Or are we 


rebelling against it?I Only 
if people would step out of 
their phony shells, open-up 
& learn to live & co-operate 
with each other. Then maybe 
this 'punk-rock movement' 
might have a leg to stand 
on'. Apathy is what's going 
to kill us all off. We are 
all guilty of it in one way 
or another, some more than 
others. If we weren't so 
bleedin' self-centred & 
learned to share & care for 
others. Look beyond your 
own little worlds, & loo v 
into the one we all share. 
Even just here locally, like 
the saying goes, 'think loc¬ 
ally, act globally'.' (I 
think it's the other way 
round, but anywayz,..Gored). 
Just be friendly & under¬ 
standing to each other. Con¬ 
tribute something worthwhile 
to your community, or scene 
for that matter. Stop being 
so concerned with one anoth¬ 
er. Thanx for your time.

This whole article came ab¬ 
out after I had to sent to 
Joseph of Empty records for 
'Tourde Farce 11', a cass¬ 
ette comp, of world punk 
bands. I became interested 
in 3rd world punk bands 
alot after hearing some of 

_the bands, & I wondered how 

MUTANTES Dl bands actually came about 
in these areas which are 
often used as pawnsin the 
power-struggle between East 
Sc West. So when Joe asked 
if I'd be interested in an 
article on 3rd world punk I 
went right to work on it. 
But why not get a person in 
one of these countries? 
Well, I thought that an ov¬ 
erall view of the situation 
could best be made by some¬ 
one 'looking in', who had 
contact with many countries. 
I do not pretend to know, 
but I would imagine that 
someone in say, Brazil, 
would not have an overall 
view of say, the Canary Is¬ 
lands. I would like to 
have articles on specific 
3rd world bands in the fut¬ 
ure, Sc I hope this is a 
good introduction... I 
would also urge everyone to 
write to at least one of 
the addresses listed, comm¬ 
unicate! Thank you to 
Joseph of Empty records for 
answering the questions, 
the tapes he has sent, Sc 
all his co-operation! 

Endless Struggle; You say 

it took 2 years to compile 

all the bands on 'Tour de 

Farce 11* t what all does 

this length of time invol ¬ 

ve? Is there alot of hassle 
in getting material from 

bands, ie postal, time? 
Joseph; Yeah, it took about 
21/2 years to compile this 
tape, mainly because of the 
amount of work involved in 
assembling 4l bands on a 
C-90 tape. This includes 
finding an address from a 
country, writing and asking 
for addresses of bands of 





















that country, then writing 
those bands, listening to 
the tape & transferring the 
best song to the master, & 
finally, copying lyrics, 
art, addresses etc. & doing 
the layout for the pages of 
the book that goes with the 
tape. It was fairly easy 
to make a tape with about 
20 countries represented, 
alot of the time was spent 
waiting for/& digging up 
the addresses from the last 
14 countries. Often as was 
the case for Israel, Tunis¬ 
ia, & Luxembourg, I found 
addresses, but never rec- 
ieved replies. More time 
was spent waiting for the 
last few tapes to finally 
be delivered. Doing the 
layout & writing for the 
book (104pgs) took a consid¬ 
erable amount of time. As 
far as hassles go, most un¬ 
known bands are happy to 
submit songs for samplers, 
so dealing with unknown 
bands is not usually a hass¬ 
le. Known bands are a diff¬ 
erent story, which is why I 
usually don't deal with 
them. I want to point out 
that now known bands on the 
tape like the Stupids, Vic¬ 
ious Circle, both were tot¬ 
ally unknown bands then & 
had sent me demo, tapes be¬ 
fore they had ever released 
any records. ES; Who is all 
involved with Empty records 

ords? How did you get st¬ 

arted (financially, coll¬ 
ectively etc.)? Do you 
also distribute material in 

Germany? Joseph; Empty reo- 

ords was started by several 
friends & I when we all 
lived in the San Fransisco 
area. Our first 3 tapes 
were released there. Now 
that I live in W. Germany 
my girl-friend Donver & I 
run most of the operations 
from here, but my friends 
Volker Sc Blake still handle 
alot of the work in the 
States. They will both 
soon begin US operations of 
Empty from Seattle Wa. 
Financially we don't borr¬ 
ow money to pay for releas¬ 
es, rather, we use personal 
money Sc also income from 
record & tape sales to pay 
for upcoming releases. We 
do distribute here in Nur- 
nberg, mainly through our 
small shop that we opened 
last year. We usually take 
5-10 copies each of other 
labels releases. ES; What 
is your attitude to some of 

these larger ’indy' labels 



Combat. Roir etc)? Have 

you had bad experiences 

with them? Joseph; Well, 
just because a label or dis¬ 
tributor (or band) is large 
doesn't mean it’s bad, but 
we all know that most of 
the large ones definately 
do suck. The sad fact is 
that none of these large 
labels/distributors; Roir, 
Rough Trade, or Combat, or 
most others, will sign an 
unknown band, Sc in the rare 
case when they do, they 
only do it if they figure 
they can make money on them. 
Most of the larger 'indie' 
labels, unfortuantly, for 
all their 'indy' rhetoric, 
do little for the real in¬ 
dependant scene, Sc in fact 
do more harm than good.

3rd world punk ? What is 

it about them that appeals 

to you? Joseph; I started 

searching out 3rd world al¬ 
ternative music at first 
mainly to try to have as 
many countries as possible 
on TDF 11. This tape was 
our attempt to beat the 
number of countries on 
ROIRS 'World class punk' 
which we did by far, as . 
well as providing the 104pg 
book, all at a far lower 
cost. Anyway, now I still 
search for 3rd world punk 
mainly because it's some of 
the very little punk music 
that to me is still done in 
the spirit of punk. These 
bands are formed, often ill¬ 
egally, with a bare minimum 
of equipment & resources. 

I laugh when I read about 
'so-and-so' speed-metal 
band from the states (or W, 
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Germany) trying to get a 
contract on Combat or what¬ 
ever, & then there are thes 
these by far superior bands 
that play on destroyed gui¬ 
tars with 3 strings left 
that barely manage to rec¬ 
ord a tape on a shitty 
boom box that sometimes 
risk imprisonment by even 
being in such a band. N£ 
(Columbia) is punk, DRI is 
the usual money-hungry 
idiotic music biz hype. 

E S; Have you seen much gr¬ 

owth m 3rd world punk 
bands, as in numbers of 

t hem, communication etc? 
Joseph; Well, it's hard -to 
say if the scenes in these 
countries are new, or we 
just hadn’t known about 
them before. In some count¬ 
ries, like Peru, the scene 
has grown quickly in a 
short length of time. The 
Phillipines have a very 
good scene, with lots of 
very good bands, but one 
still hears almost nothing 
about it. As far as commun- 
icationgoes, you would be 
surprised at how much peop¬ 
le know, with little or no 
resources. I also often 
get fanzines from these 
countries, with articles on 
all sorts of bands & topics. 
In many east European coun¬ 
tries, access to a copy 
machine is illegal, so 
there are no Fanzines, but 
people still seem to know 
what’s going on. ES;In 
y our experience & contact 

with 3rd world punk do you 

think there’s more of a po¬ 

litical/social awareness in 
their lyrics... considering 

the situation in many of 

these countries (intervent¬ 

ion, corporations etc)? 
Joseph; For the most part 
there is a very keen aware- 
to their political situat¬ 
ion. is & has always been 
very immune & distanced to 
political turmoil & revo¬ 
lution, whereas many of 
these 3rd world countries 
are now going through eith¬ 
er armed revolutions or 
dealing with oppressive US 
backed fascist & dictorial 
governments. So for them, 
oppression is an everyday 
part of life, & it does 
come out in their lyrics & 
fanzines. ES; What’s the 
most obscure location you 

have contacted a band 

from? Do many of the band 

have -difficulty in getting 

equipment to start? Do 
you think that’s why there

It’s very time 
consuming, but I’ve been 
able to dig up alot of 
obscure stuff. ES;What is 


aren’t too many bands 

being heard from these 
countries? Joseph; Well, 

I have now in my tape coll¬ 
ection music from Philip- 
ines, Canary Islands, USSR 
East Germany, Peru, Colum¬ 
bia. I'm in contact (and 
waiting on music) from 
Malaysia & Luxembourg, 
have heard of music from 
but have been unsuccesful 
in recieving any from; 
Israel, China, Venezuala, 

& Tunisia. Yeah, getting 
equipment is one of the 
hardest things for many of 
these bands, where guitars 
can cost half a years wage 
& strings are unavailable. 
Actually, there are really 
quite active scenes in 
these countries, & the 
fact that they are not of¬ 
ten known I think is more 
the fault of scenes here 
in our ’developed’ count¬ 
ries. When I used to sell 
cassettes at shows here in 
W. Germany, I would try to 
sell some of the 3rd wprld 
tapes, but people would al¬ 
ways be more interested in 
the latest speedcore rec¬ 
ords/tapes. I would tell 
them that Escorbuto Cron - 
ico is lOOx better than 
Chaos UK, & they would ask 
'is it faster?' I guess 
3rd world punk is not tren¬ 
dy enough. Also discourag¬ 
ing is that so many people 
have absoloutely no idea 
where most countries are, 
even if it borders their 
own country! Punks got 
its fair share of ignorant 
morons, that's for sure. 

ES; What kind of communic¬ 

ation is there in some of 
these countries? How do 

you find many of the more 

obscure bands? Joseph; 

Well, there are zines in 
most countries, although 
in some countries, like 
most E. European countries 
access to copy machines is 
illegal, so it's very dif¬ 
ficult there. One thing 
that does seem apparent 
though, is the importance 
of shows. They do not oc¬ 
cur that often, but when 
they do, they have good 
turnouts & alot of exchang¬ 
ing of ideas takes place. 
Shows here in the West are 
very much taken for grant¬ 
ed, by comparison. I find 
alot of the obscure bands 
by reading through all 
scene reports I can find, 

& writing to people & ask¬ 
ing if they have certain 


punk? Is it only music? 

Joseph; The answer to 
this question could take 
up pages in itself. To me, 
punk is both in the mind & 
in the music. I think it's 
the musical style we all 
know as punk, in all it's 
variations & trends, & the 
independant, aggressive att¬ 
itude associated with the 
music, although there are a 
lot of bands that have an 
equally independant, agg¬ 
ressive attitude, but mus¬ 
ically are totally differ- 
ent (Nurse with Wound, Zov- 
iet France ). I personally 
like music that is anti¬ 
government , anti-authority, 
anti-big music business, & 
is musically rough & deman¬ 
ding. Punk obviously falls 
into this (some of it any 
way), but I also like ind¬ 
ustrial & other more exper¬ 
imental bands. I look upon 
the scene as one big inde¬ 
pendant network, & all the 
styles give & take from 
each other, & are in it to¬ 
gether. I think the Combat 
Death rec, DRI, Metallica 
type scene is not punk, & 
in reality no different re¬ 
ally than big music busin¬ 
ess, & are not part of this 
network. ES; Did you see 
Colera on~tour from Brazil? 

Do you see this kind of

locations? Do you think 

we’ll see more interest 
from large Corporate labels 

into these unknown bands? 

resulting in more of an 

'commercialised' style of 

punk bringing in more 

money etc? Joseph; I'm 
glad you asked this. Yes, I 
did see Colera live in Han- 
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au, near Frankfurt, & they 
were by far better than any 
other band I've seen live. 
It's a miracle even getting 
to see them really. They 
were the only band I've 
seen that really seemed to 
know from experience the 
troubles of oppression & 
poverty. I think to be 
really a punk band, being 
from the 3rd world is a pre¬ 
requisite! No, I don't 
think there will ever be 
much financial interest fr¬ 
om Corporate labels in 
these bands, as it seems 
the only way a band can be¬ 
come 'big'is the old tired 
formula of endless touring 
to promote their record & 
getting signed etc. Most 
3rd world bands have no 
money to record albums & 
make big tours. The few re¬ 
cords that do get out are 
very rough, & they are us¬ 
ually self-financed.

r CONVERTED? 

Well, ever since I got into 
punk I've always heard it 
said that punk, particular 
ily the political/social 


content of some bands lyrics 
just 'preaches to the con¬ 
verted' . In other words, 
much of punk just repeats 
what all punks already know 
or think. Most times, the 
people who say this are us 
ually very a-political & 
don't really care about what 
is going^ on, but I suppose 
that is irrelevant. 


If punk really was just 
'preaching to the converted' 
then it could be said that 
bands with social-political 
thoughts or messages, such 
as Conflict, Anti-sect, Dead 
Silence, Crass etc. were 
just banging their heads ag¬ 
ainst a wall. This would be 
much like suddenly believing 
in god (ha'. 0 & then going to 
a church to tell everyone 
that they should also bel¬ 
ieve in god! This example 
is as oppisite to the basis 
of punk as you can get 
(hopefully), but I hope it 
shows.my point. Are socio/ 
political bands really 
preaching to the converted? 
If this were the case then 


there would be no punks eat¬ 
ing in McDonalds, joining up 
in the army, using Gillette 
products, there would be no 
sexist or racist punks, & 
yet we all know that there 
are such punks/people who 
do these shit things. I 
do not think any logical ar- 
arguement can be made to 
support the bullshit that I 
have just listed. Bands 
with intelligent lyrics 
must always be out there, 
because there is a large 
audience right within punk 
that needs to hear these. 
There are intelligent punks 
just like there are 'stupid 
ones, if these ideas can be 
shown to them, some will 
act on them. 

I read in an interview once 


where one person said that 
Grass had changed some 
people, but even that is 
useless, & that punk is 
only to have fun. What 
shit! If you're in a band 
or doing a zine or anything 
you must be having some fun 
or you wouldn't be doing it. 
(Besides the slave-labour 



for money, that is) Not 
only punk, but everything 
you do you should have fun 
at. But how much fun does 
that starving child in Eth¬ 
iopia have? How much fun 
do the factory cows or chic¬ 
kens have? How much fun 
does the torture victim in 
Some Central American count¬ 
ry have? So really, it's 
time to get rid of this 
'live life for yourself & 
have fun' attitude. How 
much pain is it for you to 
not eat at Burger King, or 
to boycott other corporat¬ 
ions? So this is why bands 
like Adrenalin 0D, SOD, Mis- 
fits/Samhain, Slayer etc 
seem absoloutely useless to 
me. They offer nothing in 
intelligent thought, noth 
ing in ideas for change, 
only stupid lyrics meant to 
entertain you. Yet these 
are some of the bigge$t 
bands, the most popular. 

It seems that way with 
everything. Fun songs can 
be humorous, but not a song 
that relies on gays, womin, 
or racial groups to be 
funny. 

People (& punks are people) 
just don't want to know 
about the genocidal war in 
Central America, they don't 
want to know about starvat¬ 
ion & the link to beef pro¬ 
duction, nothing. Probably 
because once, or if, they 
ever face up to their own 
role in perpetuating these 
situations, they'd have to 
be responsible to themselve 
selves for once in their 
lives. 

So no, I don't think I, or 
any 'political' band, is 
'preaching to the convert¬ 
ed'. I do feel like I'm 
banging my head against a 
wall sometimes though. 
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Well, I hadn't heard any¬ 
thing from Christ on Para¬ 
de since their great Lp 
'Sounds of Nature', a grea 
t thrash sound backed by 
intelligent lyrics. So

ES; How do crowds respond to

CoP; We get good response 

sometimes, & other times it 
seems like people are too bu- 
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ally fun if everyones trying 
to have fun, Unfortuantly 
almost every pit is full of 
ignorant jocks who think punk 
is violence. Also, peoples 
always want us to play these 
really old songs, & we can’t 
even remember how they go 
anymore. You think people 
would want to hear new stuff 
instead of the same old shit. 
Maybe they haven't seen us 
play it before, but we’ve pl¬ 
ayed it a thousand times'.' 

ES; What's the Mind-Matter 

record label like, and what 

was the deal with Pusmort? 

CoP; Mind-Matter is a great 
label. It's a couple of dedic¬ 
ated people, not a 'company'. 
We're not on any kind of con¬ 
tract & everything is fair. 
Pushead was too concerned 
with money &,it's too much of 
a business thing with him. 

ES; Would any of you still 

consider yourselves punx? 

CoP; Well, we're people but 
if we had to consider ourselv¬ 
es something I think it would 
be punks because that's what 
we grew up with & that's what 
we are'.

An Anarchist Black Gross 
has just formed in Vancouve 
er, though there are many 
ABC’s across the world. 

The following article will 
help explain what an ABC is 
& what their goals are. Re¬ 
printed from Black Flag. 

ORIGINS 

The Anarchist Red Cross started in Tsarist 
Russia. It was active on two fronts — the 
organising of aid for political prisoners and 
deportees, and organising self-defence 
against p olitical raids by Cossacks. In this 
latter capacity it helped start Jewish work¬ 
er’s self-defence against pogroms. It was 
sustained economically by Russian Anarch¬ 
ists in A merica, particularly in Chicago. ' 


During the Russian civil war, when the 
Red Cross was active in organising relief, 
it was thought better to change the name 
to avoid confusion, and so it became the 
Anarchist Black Cross. 

After the Bolsheviks seized power, the 
organisation moved to Berlin - still with 
its main aid Chicago-based - and continued 
to help Russian prisoners /now of the Soviet 
Union) with the added task of helping the 
victims of Italian Fascism, and prisoners of 
the post-war German reaction. Finally 
when Germany succumbed to fascism, and 
the depression hit America, the decline in 
the amount of financial aid and the huge 
wave of people need ing that support, 
broke the back of the organisation. Never¬ 
theless, Chicago remained a source of 
strength for years up to recent times. 


REVIVAL 

The revival of the Anarchist Black Cross 
as such however took place as a result of 
Stuart Christie’s imprisonment in Spain. 

With the publicity attracted,'he received 
solidarity from a great many countries, 
and shared this with fellow-Anarchist 
prisoners. As a result of which we found 
that aid to Spanish prisoners was possible. 

~~When Christie returned, he wanted to 
aid prisoners in Spain and began to work 
with Albert Meltzer who for some years 
past had taken over the Mutual Aid 
from M.P.T. A chary a in India working for 
Asian prisoners. 

. The Black Cross first worked for the 
release of Migual Garcia who was near to 
the end of his sentence (which did not 

. mean automatic liberty), and when he 
came out, he joined them in London to 
organise the International Black Cross. 

AIMS 

The aims of the Black Cross as reconstituted 
was to provide a ‘springboard’ effect — get 
people to work for the release of, and where 
possible the assistance of, political prisoners 
and Anarchists in particular — and in turn 
get inspiration from them in carrying on 
the struggle. 

Help came immediately from many 
comrades at home and abroad. In particular 
during the last days of Franco numerous 
food parcels went to Spain — these meant 
a great deal as prisoners were being refused 
the right to work if they engaged in demon¬ 
strations against the regime, which were 
breaking out throughout the prisons of 
Spain as the Franco regime was cracking. 

It meant that they had to get help from 
their none too affluent families, or starve. 
The encouragement that the parcels brought 
or the financial assistance received, meant 
they had more heart to struggle. 

INTERNATIONAL GROUPS 

It was not our intention to set up Black 
Cross groups in other countries. Our idea 
was that we could channel the information 
to groups about prisoners, concentrated 
on Spain — at a time when the Anarchist 
prisoners were still a sizeable proportion 
and they could act directly. We hated the 
idea of becoming a bureaucratic charity in 
which money, goes to upkeep. We resisted 
that. Other Black Cross groups sprang up 
in other countries, particularly in Germany 
and Italy —since then almost everywhere, 
some with slightly different ideas to our 
own, others the same. 

\ They have had their own problems - 
major ones too - for the railwayman, 

Pinelli, the secretary of the Black Cross in 
Milan, was murdered by the Italian police 
in being flung from a window (which still 
amuses the bourgeoisie as shown in ‘Death 
ofai) Anarchist* - deaths of Statists never 
do). Georg von Rauch, secretary oi -he 
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Black Cross in Berlin, was murdered by the 
armed police. But who would believe these 
people - anarchists - against the word of 
officers with forty years experience in the 
force, asked the Berlin police chief, 
which statement identified them pretty 
clearly as Nazis. 

The greatest satisfaction we had was the 
release of Goliardo Fiaschi. Released from 
20 years imprisonment under Franco he 
was re-arrested and charged on deportation 
to his native Italy under an old Fascist 
conviction. Our intervention apparently 
brought his release (it happened barely a 
week after we approached the authorities). 

There were a number of other cases 
where we managed to obtain the release 
of people either already sentenced or on 
trial. International protest probably saved 
the lives of the Murrays, but so far alas 
they are still in an Irish jail. We were 
delighted to find that our protest swelled 
the many protests of others which, with 
his own heroic stand, secured the release 
of Black American activist Martin Sostre. 

Prison governors or examining judges 
have sometimes been overwhelmed by 
the response stirred up. When Brenda 
Christie was arrested on a trumped up 
charge in Western Germany , the judge 
protested that he had never been so 
deluged with complaints from all over the 
world. The French examining judge in 
another case — involving Jean Weir and 
Octavio Alberola - claimed a nervous 
breakdown as a result of the same ‘ mis¬ 
treatment*. 



NOW 

One offshoot of the Anarchist Black 
Cross in this country was the transform¬ 
ation of the ABC into Black Flag (in 
1971). Like the Black Cross, it was 
intended to promote mutual aid and 
activism among what seemed to be the 
anarchist movement at the time. Now 
Black Flag and the Anarchist Black Cross 
aren't.precisely identical and we haven't 
yet got down to working our our 
*constitution'. 

, . While Black Flag is produced in 

London, contributions come from all 
. over Britain and the world. The ABC 
' keeps good contact with Anarchists 
around the world and we exchange 
Black Flag with many publications 
from the anarchist press today. Black 


Flag and publications we have also 

produced are sent free on request to 
prisoners anywhere in the world where 
they can be received. 

Through the pages of Black Flag and 
by protests, pickets and demonstrations 
we go on struggling for the freedom of 
class war prisoners and encourage 
Anarchists to organise. 

More recently we have tried to 
organise a more efficient Black Cross net¬ 
work in Britain and have had some success 
here. On an international level, Anarch¬ 
ist Black Cross groups have recently 
sprung'up in Canada, Finland, Sweden, 
Denmark and Australia and we hear 
there is talk of setting up similar groups 
in other countries. We obviously applaud 
such initiatives and urge groups in all 
countries to do the same. 

At present our activities are centred 
around the case of Katsuhisa Omori — 
sentenced to death in Japan for a bomb¬ 
ing he never committed. Other cases we, 
have recently been involved include 
Greek hunger striker Victor Armanious, 
the Vancouver 5 (Canada), CNT-AIT 
and libertarian prisoners in Spain and 
others. 

Locally, the Anarchist 
Black Cross (Vancouver) has 
been very busy. On Jan. 

7th they had a demonstrat¬ 
ion for Katsuhisa Omori, a 
political activist in Japan. 
Omori was arrested over 10 
years ago & accused of bomb¬ 
ing a Gov’t, office on Hokk¬ 
aido Island in March '?6. 
Omori has constantly prot¬ 
ested his innocence, altho 
he does sympathise with the 
actions. The evidence 
against Omori is poor, inc¬ 
luding the fact that Omori 
had 'sugar & battery's in 
his home, as ingredients of 
a bomb'. The demo, was 
small & yet there was a 
heavy police presence, tak¬ 
ing photos of protesters, 

'sneaking' around, general 
ly trying to be a nuisance. 

On Jan. 20th another demo 
was held, this time at JAL 
airlines (Jan. 7th demo at 
the Japanese consulate). 
Omoris appeal decision was 
on the 21st, & he was sent¬ 
enced to death once again. 
The Vancouver ABC also puts 
out small bulletins on 
events or actions, & update 
on prisoners situations.

They would use it to opp 
ress others in order to get 
more personal power & that 
is just how it is today.

(Note- In response 
to Gunnars opinion; The • 
first objection I have is 
that again anarchy is judg 
ed as a social way of life 
for society, & not as an 
individuals way of life.

BLITZ is the name of a self- 





ruled youth centre where 
loads of activities are cen¬ 
tered. There's a vegetar 
ian cafe, an anti-vivesect- 
ion office, practise rooms, 

8 track studio, the only 
all female ruled radio¬ 
station in the world is 
based on the top floor. 

The cafe is where the gigs 
take place & usually thereS 
150-250 people at every 
show, this is also the 
place for meetings where 
people discuss plans & dem¬ 
onstrations & actions.

Oslo is 
one of the most expensive 
towns in the world to live 
in. To rent a flat is ext¬ 
remely expensive so to many 
people squatting is the 
only possibility. The pol¬ 
ice has been more active 
than ever here this year, 
especially after a demon¬ 
stration against maggie(UK) 
when she visited Oslo. 

1,000 demonstrators nearly 
managed to get into the 
house where she was. Aft¬ 
er this they started to 
beat up 8c arrest people who 
were either on their way to 
a demonstration or looked 
like they were. After they 
raided a restaurant ( they 


arrested one demonstrator), 
and started to knock down 
friendly citizens who were 
eating their meal. ES;

BOYCOTT THE '88 OLYMPICS 
The Lubicon Lake Cree Indian 
ians are suffering & things 
aren’t getting any better. 
The Lubicon lake community 
is experiencing deep social 
distress as a result of the 
destruction of their aborig 
inal lands. The economic 
base is gone, forcing over 
95 % of the people onto wel¬ 
fare . 

The social infra-structure 
is breaking down as people 
lose self-esteem & tradition¬ 
al roles. Stress & anxiety 
is high, & the increasing 
death rate & alcholism, suio- 
idal rate reflects this sad 
fact. These factors have 
contributed to the epidemic 
of T.B. (91 out of 450, the 
worst in the world), as well 
as the shift from a land- 
baseddiet to a welfare diet. 
"The boycott is called be¬ 
cause the same people who 
are organising the Olympics 
are from the oil/gas compan- 
ys who are destroying Lubic¬ 
on lands. These same people 
are also on the board of 
Governors of the Glentow 
museum which is organising 
'The Spirit sings', & whose 
major sponsor is Shell 6il, 
(which is also supplier of 
the South African Defense 
forces, supporting racism 
everywhere it seems), as 
well as being from the Gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta whi ch 
leases Lubicon lands (to the 
oil companys) & money is 
coming from both levels of 
government". 

No 'spirit sings' in the lit¬ 
tle buffalo community where 
the Lubicon Cree now live.- 
For 47 years they have 
fought to settle their claim 
many politicians have come & 
gone, but none have deemed 
Lubicon important enough to 
settle. 

The Lubicon cree & their 
supporters want to stop 
money having priority over 


their lives. 

They do not want to live in 
a society which denies the 
right of a small community 
of cree people to survive on 
their own land. 

The committee against racism 
urge people to boycott the 

Glenbow museum presentation 
of the 'spirit sings' bec¬ 
ause it is a travesty to 
support a show attempting to 
educate the world by exhib¬ 
iting Indian artifacts from 
when a living Indian culture 
is being destroyed now. 
Further, the exhibits major 
sponsor is Shell oil, one of 
the major operators on Lub¬ 
icon land Glenbows board of 
Governors is comprised of a 
majority of persons from 
major oil companies, Alberta 
politicians & a law firm 
representing defendants in 
the Lubicon case'. 

No nation-states are boycott¬ 
ing the ’88 Olympics & Canad- 
a would prefer that people 
not understand why this boy- 
cottis called by a small 
group of Canadas first 
nations.
